Iu l ’ ussia, where iu the m iddle classes 
the seclusion of women was even a few 
years ago nearly as great as in a harem , the 
advocate of women’s lig h ts would to-day 
find little to dem and for any class of fe­ 
males above the level of the peasantry. 
The m oujik still adm inisters corporal chas­ 
tisem ent to his wife as he would to his 
child, and his right to do so, though denied 
by the w ritten law, is tacitly acknowledged 
in practice. 
The girl, 
however, whose 
brother has bsen described as going to the 
I.yceo and subsequently to the university, 
is nearly as independent a9. her male rela- 
t ons. 
Like her brother, and from Bimilar 
causes, she too often becomes disgusted 
w ith her home, and determ ines to seek 
w'hat she imagines to be the delights of the 
independent life led by the num erous fe­ 
male students who follow various university 
courses, and particularly th a t of medicino. 
Sometimes, when her parents refuse her 
perm ission to leave home, she sim ply runs 
away, and having no passport, her position 
at once becomes illegal, and she naturally 
finds her companions am ong those who, 
like herself, have got into some trouble 
w ith the authorities. 
In some cases en th u ­ 
siasts like SoloviefT, who fired at th e late 
Czar in A pril, 1871», m arry girls w ith 
whom they have scarcely any acquaint­ 
ance, 
and 
for 
whom 
they 
have 
no 
fceliDg 
of 
affection, 
merely 
to 
free 
them from the obligation of obtaining 
a passport from their parents, and their 
consent to leave home. 
The young hus­ 
band and wife proceed together to the U ni­ 
versity-tow n, and there, having no par­ 
ticular taste for eacli o th er’s socitty, they 
often separate im m ediately, and even where 
they would desire to m aintain th eir m u­ 
tual connection, the pressure of poverty 
and the difficulties of th eir position fre­ 
quently oblige them to p art company. 
Even w ithout the specially dem oralizing 
effect of Buch circum stances as I have ju st 
m entioned, the general influences of life at 
the universities are m ost injurious to the 
m ajority of the young women who fre­ 
quent them . 
The ideas of family ties and 
of the obligations of m arried life which 
prevail in the homes of the stu d en ts are 
probably lax enough, hut even these are 
cast to the w inds by the young men and 
women who adopt a code of morals of their 
own in the Bohemian society of which they 
have Recome members. 
1‘arental author­ 
ity , which a fow years ago was such a 
m arked feature in dom estic life in Russia, 
has become a thing of th e past as far as 
regards the m ajority of the students, and 
U niversity ami G overnm ent officials are 
equally condemned. The m ystic reverence 
for the Gzar appears absurd to the young 
philosophers, and the Church itself is des­ 
pised by those who have learned to recog­ 
nize the ignorance of its m inisters, and the 
superstition w ith which its rites are prac. 
ticed by the ignorant m asses.—[Fortnightly

by the wide path which leads to the door, 
and the passer-by often caught a glimpse 
of the poet pacing up and down the shaded 
piazza half screened by the shrubbery. 
H ere cam e in the sum m er of 1837 a slight, 
studious-looking young m an, who lifted 
the huge brass knocker which hung upon 
the front door, and very likely thought of 
the great General W ashington as he let it 
fall w ith a clang. 
H e had called to see the 
owner of the house, Mrs. A ndrew C'ragie, 
the widow of the A pothecary-G eneral of 
the N orthern Provincial A rm y of the Rev. 
olntion. 
The visitor asked if there was a 
room in the house which he could occupy. 
The stately old lady, looking all the more 
dignified for the turban which was wound 
about her head, replied as she looked at 
the youthful figure : 
“ I lodge students no longer.” 
“ B ut I am not a stu d en t,” replied the 
youth, " l a m a professor in the u n iversity.” 
“ A professor !” 
She looked curiously 
at one so unlike m ost professors in appear­ 
ance. 
“ I am Professor Longfellow,” he said. 
“ A h, th a t is different. 
I will show you 
w hat there is.” 
She led him up the wide 
staircase and, proud of her house, opene 1 
one spacious room after another only to 
close th e door of each, saying, “ You can­ 
not have th a t,” u ntil a t length she led him 
inte the southeast corner room on the sec­ 
ond story. 
“ This was G eneral W ashington s cham ­ 
ber,” she said ; “ you m ay have th is,” and 
here he gladly set up his home. 
The house was a large one, and already 
Edw ard E v erett and Jared Sparks had 
lived there. 
A fterw ards, when M r. lxmg- 
fellow was keeping house in it, the m aker 
of tho dictionary, Joseph E. W orcester, 
shared it w ith him. 
There was room for 
each fam ily to keep a separate establish­ 
m ent, and even a th ird could have found 
independent quarters. 
W hen Mrs. Craigie 
died M r. Longfellow bought 
the house, 
and it has rem ained his property ever 
since. 
I t is a quaint old house, built 
probably not far from the m iddle of the 
last century, for an iron in the back of one 
of the chim neys bears th e date 1759. 
A t 
the beginning of the Revolution it was pur­ 
chased by the Colonial G overnm ent and 
became W ashington's headquarters after 
the battle of B anker H ill. 
The poet’s 
study w as G eneral W ashington's room. 
The parlor opposite was Lady W ashington’s 
parlor. 
The large room in the rear, now 
converted into a family library, was appro­ 
priated to the aides-de-camp. 
A fter the 
Revolution Mr. Craigie bought the house 
w ith its tw o hundred acres, but when he 
left it to his widow the estate was reduced 
to eight acres, and the widow was obliged 
to tak e lodgers to eke out her scanty in­ 
come. 
Here, 
too, is the pen presented by 
“ Beautiful Helen of M aine,” w ith its iron 
link from the chain of Bonnivard ; the old 
and yellow Danish Bong book, the antique 
pitcher and the famous group of Mr. LoDg- 
fellow’a daughters painted by Buchanan 
Read. 
AH these were celebrated in the 
poet’s songs, for one of the great secrets of 
Longfellow’s power was the a rt w ith which 
he brought all the treasures of Old W orld 
stories, and all the hopes of tho New, to 
one central shrine—h¡B own fireside.

culation, b u t a bad odor w ould quickly 
excite nausea or sickness. 
T he im press­ 
ionable n- c.es of S outhern Italy object to 
strong perfum es, even though pleasant. 
The sense of taste differs in one p articular 
from the other th re e —viz , th a t w hile the 
agents which excite them m ay rem ain o u t­ 
side the body, the substances which excite 
taste are taken into th e body, and th u s 
have an action upon it independently of 
th eir m ere effect upon the Bense itself. 
In 
gratifying this sense, therefore, we have to 
consider not m erely w h at w ill give the 
greatest pleasure at th e m om ent, b u t w hat 
will be m ost satisfactory in its after re­ 
sults. 
F ortunately, pleasure to th e palato 
usually aids digestion if obtained in the 
proper w a y ; b u t com paratively few pcoplo 
know the art of dining properly them selves, 
and still fewer know how to give good d in ­ 
ners to their friends.—[N ature.

We present upon the fourth page this morning 
reports from all parts of the State relating to the 
existing state and future prospects of the fruit and 
grain crops. Except as to Colusa, Yolo and the 
upper San Joaquin valley counties, the prospects for 
an abundant yield of both fruit and grain are very 
encouraging. 
The 
reports from the mountain 
counties furnish renewed indications of the growing 
importance of that region as a fruit and grain- 
producing section. The best crope in the State will 
he harvested in Butte and Tehama counties. Low­ 
lands are doing well. 
Upon the whole the prospect 
is still very encouraging. 


Tiie Plymouth Reporter (Amador county) is

LEGAL 
EVIDENCE 
IN 
MURDER CASES. 


The recent rolinp m tde by Judge D en­ 
son in the case of th e People vs. H artado 
has been generally referred to as a new 
departure. 
As this would im ply the in­ 
troduction of Bome hitherto unrecognized 
principle, it is an infelicitous characteri­ 
zation ; y et it certainly does to a certain 
extent describe the nature of the decision. 
For while it is the fact th a t the code of 
California contains nothing to w arrant the 
admission of the kind of evidence which 
Judge Denson excluded, it is equally true 
th at m any -Judges have adm itted such tes­ 
; tim ony, and th a t a long line of precedents 
can be show n in support of it. 
W hat 
Judge Denson has really done is to insist 
upon a strict construction of the code in 
the trial of m urder cases. 
Instead of his 
having introduced an innovation, he has 
gone back to the statu to ry rules and 
regulations, and has governed his crim inal 
adm inistration by them . 
T he vindication 
of his position is easy and certain, for the 
codo coutains no provision which can be 
construed as allowing any other course 
th an th a t which he has adopted. 
I t is 
not for his ruling th a t justification 
is 
w anted, b u t for the rulings of 
those 
Judges who have ignored the plain letter 
of the law, and have frustrated justice by 
perm itting the defendants in m urder cases 
to go to th e jury on wholly illegitimate 
plea9. 
I t is undeniable th a t the Courts 
of this S tate have been largely responsible 
I* for the scandalous failures of justice which 
have occurred so frequently in this depart­ 
m ent of the crim inal law. 
Again and 
again th ey have allowed counsel for the 
defense to set up as justification facts 
which the law does not recognize as ju sti­ 
fication. 
The result has been th a t a great 
many of the moat atrocious 
criminals 
have escaped punishm ent, and th at the 
public m ind has become alm ost hopeleesly 
confused on the w’hole subject. 
The Legislature has been appealed to 
repeatedly to rem edy this aud similar 
abuses, and it has responded to the appeal. 
I t has placed in the Code clear and specific 
definitions of the several kinds of homi­ 
cide, and it has declared w hat shall be 
allowed to appear in extenuation. 
I t could 
go no fu rth er than this. 
I t could not com­ 
pel the Courts to do th eir duty. 
B ut the 
Courts, in too m any instances, have taken 
for th eir guide the record of precedent 
usurpations of the law, and thus each fresh 
infraction of its letter and spirit has served 
to 
fortify 
the 
m orbid 
and dangerous 
sentim entality which always seeks to find 
excuses for m urder. 
W e venture the 
opinion th a t if all the Courts of California 
had taken th eir instructions directly from 
the Code, as .Fudge 
Denson did in the 
H urtado case, and had p u t aside those 
precedents which only show how easy it is 
to 
evade 
statutory 
definitions, hum an 
life w ould have been m uch safer to-day, 
and public opinion would have been in a 
much healthier condition. 
B ut w hat could 
the 
unlettered masses think when they 
perceived th a t it was possible for m urder­ 
ers to escape by presentípg pleas which the 
laws know nothing of ? 
W hat could they 
conclude b u t th a t the pernicious theory of 
a “ higher la w ” was really a sober tru th , 
acknowledged and deferred to by Judges 
learned in the law ? 
A nd how could juries—a t the best but 
average representatives of the general in­ 


telligence, and at the w orst, (as until re­ 
cently carefully selected for th eir lack of 
intelligence,) very m uch below the average, 
—think when evidence was freely intro­ 
duced tending to establish the belief th at 
an acquittal would be justified, on far other 
grounds th an those prescribed by the law? 
They found th at seduction was constantly 
alleged as a proper ground for defense. 
They were told by law yers th a t such dis­ 
honor justified homicide. 
A nd at length 
this loose w ay of treating m urder w ent bo 
far th a t in the Schroder case the defendant 
wa9 actually acquitted on this ground, 
notw ithstanding th e fact th a t the alleged 
seduction had not been proved a t all. 
Thus it caine to such a pass th a t a mere 
allegation of seduction was considered a 
sufficient justification for a cold-blooded 
m urder. 
Such a conclusion was of course 
a severe blow at th e safety of society. 
V irtually the acceptance of the doctrine 
laid down in the Schroder case would put 
every m an at th e m ercy of every other 
man. 
T he hom icidal tendency m ight be 
safely indulged when it was only necessary 
to allege a bare suspicion of m arital dis­ 
honor to secure an acquittal. 
B ut how 
could the ju ry have acquitted Schroder in 
the teeth of such a ruling as Judge Den­ 
son’s ? 
A nd w hy did not the C ourt in th a t 
case m ake th a t ruling ? 
The law has not been changed. 
I t was 
precisely th e pame then as it is now, as re­ 
gards the practice in m urder cases. 
I t was 
no more adm issible to introduce evidence 
of seduction in the Schroder case than in 
the H u rtad o case. 
Y et the C ourt in the 
form er case adm itted it, and in so doing 
prepared th e w ay for one of the most 
sham eful defeats of justice which has ever 
occurred, even in California. 
There was 
no law for the admission of th a t evidence 
then, and there is none now. 
If the A la­ 
meda C ourt relied 6olely upon the prece­ 
dents, it did wroBg. 
I t is the law which 
m ust guide and control Courts in criminal 
cases, not the records of cases in which 
the law has been ignored or defied. 
And 
if the expression of th e legislative branch 
of the G overnm ent is to be accepted as the 
strongest indication of public opinion, then 
it m ust be realized th at the people of Cali­ 
fornia do not allow seduction to be pleaded 
as a defense in m urder cases. 
T hey have 
m ade th e law, and they have not allowed 
th a t plea. 
The Courts have undertaken 
to interp ret the law, b u t they have instead 
set aside the will of the people. 
W e do 
not see how the Suprem e C ourt can possi­ 
bly reach any other conclusion than that 
Judge Denson’s ruling is sound. 
To re­ 
verse it w ould be to wipe the law from the 
statute-book, for it is the simple law, and 
nothing else. 
W e hope th a t the C ourt 
will find no obstacles in the way of this 
conclusion, for it cannot be doubted th at 
the enforcem ent of the legal definitions 
and provisions regarding evidence in m ur­ 
der cases m ust be fraught w ith the most 
salutary effects in crim inal practice.

GENERAL NEWS. 


Tbe position of Mr. < Gladstone has been 
rendered very difficult by the dreadful 
crim e ju st com m itted in Ireland, and it 
will evidently be necessary for the Govern­ 
m ent to adopt prom pt and vigorous m eas­ 
ures tor th e repression of crim e in th a t 
country. 
Of course it is impossible to re­ 
gard the recent assassinations as if they 
were ordinary m urders. 
Everyone under­ 
stands th a t they are nothing of the kind ; 
th a t in fact they are the outcome of a 
hellish plot, which there is unhappily not 
a little reason to suspect m ay have been 
hatched in the U nited States. 
T hat the 
Fenians are responsible for the double 
m urder can scarcely be doubted, and it is 
equally 
clear th a t the object of 
this 
hideous crim e was precisely w hat we sug­ 
gested on th e iirst receipt of the n ew s; 
nam ely, the breaking up of all am icable 
relations betw een the Irish people aod the 
English Governm ent, and the perpetuation 
of anarchy in Ireland. 
A recognition of 
this phase of th e situation m akes it neces­ 
sary th a t the G overnm ent should change 
its 
policy in 
several 
im portant 
par­ 
ticulars. 
I t 
m ust 
defend 
both 
itself 
and 
its 
Irish 
allies 
against 
the 
m alignity of th a t desperate and reckless 
m inority which has ju st shown its hand. 
I t m ust Btamp out th e Fenian elem ent be­ 
fore it can hope to restore peace and order 
to Ireland. 
Up to the present tim e there 
have been no indications of a purpose on 
the part of the G overnm ent to change its 
plans in regard to the Land A ct and the 
arrearages of rent and the release of the 
“ suspects.” 
The a&6ab3ins have in fact 
u tterly failed in w hat seems to be the 


THE PROSPECT OF CAPTURE. 


The Dublin m urders were com m itted 
under circum stances so favorable to the 
assassins th a t the police find it very diffi­ 
cult to get upon their traces. 
T he fact, 
however, th a t there were four of them 
will probably be sufficient to secure their 
ultim ate capture, for there never yet were 
four m urderers together but one at least 
of them was also a traitor. 
I t is the fatal 
disadvantage of all plots and conspiracies 
th a t so m any people know the Becret. 
There has never yet been an Irish secret 
political society the m ysteries of which 
were not sold to the G overnm ent by some 
of its own members. 
If the Am erican 
Fenians have 
had 
to 
do 
w ith 
this 
crime, we m ay be sure 
th a t some of 
them w ill sooner or later betray their 
comrades. 
E ven if the 
four assassins 
hold 
th eir 
own 
secret, 
they cannot 
depend on one another. 
The offer of a 
very large rew ard—say $50,000—at this 
tim e, w ould alm ost certainly bring to the 
police inform ation which w ould enable 
them to capture the crim inals w ithin two 
weeks. 
In those parts of Ireland where 
agrarian outrages are m ost common it has 
been found alm ost impossible to obtain 
any inform ation respecting them , 
even 
from 
eye-witnesses. 
In 
Dublin 
and 
its neighborhood, however, there is less to 
fear from this prevalent reticence, and the 
fact th a t the assassinations are justly re­ 
garded as affixing a stigm a upon Ireland 
will render the people well disposed to tell 
all they know. 
As, moreover, it is possi­ 
ble in th a t sm all island to produce a state 
of quarantine w ithout great difficulty, the 
authorities ought not to allow them selves to 
be baffied. 
T hey can prevent any person 
from passing over to E ngland by 
the 
usual routes, and they can w atch all the 
railroads and highw ays leading from the 
capital in every direction. 
If they can 
put th eir hands upon the driver of th e car 
th a t took the m urderers from the scene of 
their crim e, they ought to obtain from him 
a clue which a first-class detective will 
have no difficulty in following. 
I t seems 
impossible indeed th a t four men keeping 
together can have failed to leave behind 
them traces which can be recognized by 
trained and w atchful eyes. 


TICHB0RNE AGAIN. 


W e see from th e San Francisco papers 
th at the San Diego Tichborne claim ant has 
come to the surface again, and th a t this time 
he is under the auspices of Mr. F rank Pix- 
ley, having apparently “ throw n off o n ” 
hia original protector and cham pion, Gen­ 
eral Barnes. 
T his is very sad, and really 
cruel to the General, for certainly no man 
could have exposed him self more than he 
did to th e charge of phenomenal credulity, 
while advancing the extravagant pretenees 
of 
his protege. 
Mr. 
Pixley, however, 
seems quite as confident about the m atter 
as General Barnes was, and he even thinks 
th at th e present claim ant will secure the 
Tichborne estates. 
Of course it is possible 
th a t Mr. Pixley possesses evidence which 
has never been made public, but if he hae 
any trustw orthy inform ation to the effect 
th a t the real Sir Roger Tichborne did not 
sail in the Bella in 1S54, we shall be very 
much surprised. 
So far as the present 
claim ant’s story goes, it is u tterly incred­ 
ible, and wkile conceding the possibility 
th at he m ay be in a position to substan­ 
tiate w hat he advances, we should be very 
sorry to speculate upon the chances of his 
gaining anything m ore agreeable than a 
term in the P enitentiary, if he is ill-ad­ 
vised and audacious enough to go into an 
English C ourt w ith his cock-and-bull story.

The C hinese BUI. 
W ashington, M ay 9ih.—1The President 
has just sent a message to Congress, notify­ 
ing that body of his approval of the Chinese 
bill. 
W ashington, M ay 9.h.— President A r­ 
thur having wisely concluded that there was 
no necessity for defending his approval of the 
fourteenth and fifteenth sections of the Chi­ 
nese bill, abandoned his half-formed intention 
of sending an explanatory message to Con­ 
gress to-day, and restricted himself to the 
tunal form of notification that he had ap­ 
proved the bill on tbe day specified. 
The 
date of approval thus officially communicated 
to Congress is May fith, from which it appears 
that President A rthur signed the bill last 
Saturday, or post dated his approval yester­ 
day ; the effect being in either case the same, 
namely, to put a stop to the im portatian of 
any more Chinese laborers for ten years from 
and after the fourth day of next August. 
I n lted State* Senate. 
W ashingto n, May 9th.—All the pending 
House bills donating condemned cannon were 
passed. 
McDill introduced a bill for a wagon bridge 
over the Missouri between Council Bluffs and 
Omaha.

EYE-WITNESSES OF THE MURDER. 
The police still think they have a clue, and 
the following additional information with re­ 
gard to the assassination has come to lig h t: 
Two bicyclists, fitters in the employment of 
the railway company, state that they passed 
the spot where the murders were committed. 
They saw the assassins strike their victims, 
and heard Lord Frederick Cavendish cry out, 
“ Ah ! ab, you villain !” to his assailant, who 
then stabbed him again. 
Lord Frederick fell 
over against the bicycle of one of the fitters 
who was comiag to his assistance, but the 
murderers with bloody knives made towards 
him, aud both bicyclists thereupon got away 
as fast as possible. 
They saw a car on the 
roa 1 awaiting the murderer*. 
The drivei’s 
back was turned. 
They saw a man stab 
Cavendish in the back as he lay on the 
ground. 
FURTHER ITEMS FROM DUBLIN. 
D u blin, M ay 9th.—The car by which the 
murderers fled has been traced from Chapel- 
izod back toward Dublin to I&chicore, and 
thence toward Naas. 
I t is supposed that the 
assassins took the train at Colbridge, getting 
back to Dublin at 10 o’clock.

guard ship are dragging the Liffey for the 
weapons used by the assassins.

The fact is unquestionable th a t G eorgia i* ¡ 
the moet progressive of the S outhern S tates, j 
Several of her son* are distinguished in the 
legislature of th e nation, and m any are ex­ 
cellent business m en w ith large capital, enter­ 
prise and pu*h.

uated from the S tate U n iv ersity when 21 
years cf age, after w hich he studied law aud 
was, in due tim e, adm itted to the liar.

career as a law yer proved very successful. In 
1831, he was sent to th e S tate L egislature as 
a U nion m an. 
F our years later, he suffered 
defeat as a candidate for Congress. 
W hen 
Buchanan and F rem ont were nom inated in 
1850, he gained notoriety as a speaker oppos­ 
ing them . 
In 1857, he ran for G overnor of 
G eorgia, bu t unsuccessfully, 
lie was a m em ­ 
ber cf th e S tate Senate in 1859, and an earn­ 
est supporter of the Bell and K verett tick et in 
1800. 
H e opposed secession in the beginning, 
b u t afterw ard w ent w ith hÍ3 S tate, and was a 
Senator in the C onfederate Congress through­ 
out tho period of th e w ar. 
T he upshot of 
this was his arrest by Federal officers in M ay, 
1866, and his confinem ent for tw o month-* in 
F o rt L afayette, N ew Y ork harbor. 
In 1807, 
he presided over the M acon C onvention, which 
reorganized the D em ocratic p arty of the South 
on the U nion basis, and subsequently opposed 
Thaddeus Stevens' schem e of reconstruction 
by vigorous w ork w ith his pen. W hen H orace 
G reeley was nom inated he strenuously sup­ 
ported th e ticket. 
In 1873, he was an unsuc­ 
cessful candidate for th e U n ited S tates Sen­ 
ate. 
A fter his election to th e H ouse of R ep­ 
resentatives in 1875, he distinguished himself 
in debate w ith B laine. 
W hen the E lectoral 
Com m ission, a fter the 
H ayes-Tilclen cam ­ 
paign, was proposed s s necessary, he advo­ 
cated it w ith characteristic energy, and was 
elected to the U n ited S tates S enate before 
th a t m em orable body addressed itself to its 
difficult task.
